duly received by Berkley,and two days after- 
wards, or on February 2ist, Berkley receipt- 
ed for $100 additional on the same account. 
On the same day, February  2ist, 
Berkley sold the property to Sol Samuel 
for $3,000. The deed to Samuel was not re- 
corded until March 5 following. It was filed 
in the Recorder’s office at 4:42 p.m. At 4:43 
p. m. of the same day aquit-claim deed for 
the same property from Samuel to Chas. A. 
Evans, a clerk.in the office of Sterling & 
Webster, title investigators, was presented 
and filed, the consideration being $1, and at 
4:44 p. m., still on the same day, a warranty 
deed from Evans to A. L. Messmore 
was filed in the Recorder’s office, 
the consideration being $3,750. Messmore 
was the party designated by Jones under the 
contract with Berkley of February19. The 
rofit of Berkley from the transaction was 
750, besides his legitimate commission. For 
Mrs. Ann M. Cassell, Berkley sold on No- 
vember 14, 1881, three houses known as 
Nos. 3405, 3407 and 3409 North Ninth 
street. ‘The price brought by the prop- 
erty was $2,725, but Berkley represented 
to Mrs. Cassell that it was only $2,100,Subse- 
quently Mrs. Cassell discovered the truth 
and Berkley refunded .the balance through 
&. J. Stiles, whom Mrs. Cassell had empow- 
ered to actas her attorney infact. On_ the 
3d of July, 1882, Berkley sold for Mrs. L. J, 
McDowell, of Council Bluffs, lowa, two 
houses known as Nos. 1414 and 1416 North 
Eighth street, for $3,100, but he represented 
to her that the property brought 
only $2,500. The lady employed Messrs. 
Hayden & Glover to recover the difference, 
and they were successful in inducing Berk- 
ley to refund. 
Mrs. Leanna Scott, of Baltimore, inherited 
apiece of property in this city from her 
father, Mr. James M. Scott. The lady was 
willing tosell. Her agent for a long time 
had been Mr. George W. Berkley, and she 
had never had any dealing with that 
ontleman’s son, but on February 24, 1881, 
Villiam J. Berkley sold her property for 
€3.750 to Charles Kk. Bradley, of this city. 
Bradley ina real estate agent also. He rep- 
resented that the property was worth $4,500, 
but that the owner, being anxious to get 
cash, would sell it for $3,750. He proposed 
that the property should be sold_ to 
Bradley for the latter amount and that 
afterward it was to be sold on time to 
some one else tor $4,500, Bradleyand Berkley 
to share like and like in the profit, Berkley 
proposed to furnish one-half of the amount 
in cash if Bradly would furnish the remain- 
der. The bargain was agreed upon, but af- 
terwards when all the prelimiraries had been 
arranged, Berkley failed to come to time 
with his half. ‘Then Bradley advanced the 


whole amount and received a 
deed. Subsequently the property 
was sold to L. B. Jones, for  $4.500. 


Then Berkley sent around to Bradley for his 
half of the difference between $3,750 and $4,- 
500. Bradley declined to “divvy’’ on the 
ground that Berkley had failed to keep his 
own agreement about advancing half of the 
‘amount required. Berkiey then brought 
suit in the name of Mrs. Scott against Brad- 
dey, at the April term of the Circuit Court,in 
1881, his attorneys being Messrs. Broadhead 
& Haeussler. He won the suit and received 
the amount in dispute between him and 
wirvg Mrs. Scott learned of the trans- 
action later, and has employed an agent to 
recover her rights. 
Mrs, Charles S. Rennells employed Berkley 
to sell for her a lot of ground on the corner 
of Fourth and Gratiot streets. He sold it 
for $2,500, but reported to her that it brought 
only $500. When she discovered the truth 
she employed Mr. Julian Laughlin to recover 
the remaining $2,000. Mr. Laughlin’s efforts 
were crowned with success.

JEFFERSON CITY. 


Our Legislators Taking a Rest—Yester- 
day’s Proceedings in the House, 
Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON City, March 3.—On no Friday 


been such a hegira of Representatives and 
Senators from the capitol for a brief respite 
as to-day. They commenced to drop out last 
night, and the noon train carried off more 
than a score. At the morning session of the 
House, after a spirited fight, the clause mak- 


ing the elevator bill applicable to Kansas 
City as well as St. Louis, 
was stricken out. When the House 


reassembled in the afternoon there were 80 
many absentees that neither the friends or 
the foes of the bill felt inclined to risk ac- 
tion, so by tacit consent it was made the 
special order for next Tuesday, when a full 
attendance is guaranteed. J. C. Ewald, 
president of the Merchant’s Exchange, ex- 
pecting to witness the struggle, came up on 
the afternoon train, but returned to-night 
disappointed. Theelevator bill is one of 


the leading questions here, and 
is discussed more thoroughly § at 
informal gatherings than most others. 


There was this afternoon a vast amount of 
routine business upon the calendar of the 
Lower House, and much of it was transact- 
ed, although none of the measures were of 
much ry tg nama or atall liable to see the 
light of the Senate in the present clogged 
condition of legislation. One of the bills 
beaten came from the prolific pen of Gideon, 
of Christian, who is equal only to Wingo, of 
Dent, as an author, and provided that a 
railroad company shall be made liable for 
claim against sub-contractors. An- 
other measure slaughtered was that 
providing that the Assessor shall invoice all 
notes, bonds and other securities held by the 
party taxed. This was ciearly a bill in the 
interest of the people and against the capi- 
talists, but a number of the Grangers only 
saw bonds, securities and notes, and con- 
cluded that it had emanated from the mind 
of a bloated bondholder, and voted against 
it, thus defeating a measure calculated to 
stop tax-dodging. Perhaps that little pe- 
culiarity of rich men is not confined to the 


large cities. 

A ill introduced by Mr. Krauthoff, 
the brilliant young member from Cole coun- 
ty, providing for the removal of the disabil- 
ities of persons convicted of petit larceny. 
went through almost without dissent. Kraut- 
hoff was once an humble boy in Jefferson 
City, who toiled by day at menial occupa- 
tions and studied at night. He is to-day one 
of the most polished orators in the State and 
for his age a phenomenal lawyer, and the 
artner in business of ex-Attorney-General 
mith. The bill passed this morning, in- 


creasing the allowance for nape 
clerks in courts of records, 
4 far reaching measure, dnd 


ts success was a surprise to many. There 
will be no railroad legislation this winter

Persecution of the Apostles Re- 
view ed--Lesson, Acts V: 17-32. 
The Rev. W. W. Boyd at the Y. M, C. A. 
Hall Every Saturday at 4 P, M. 


The doom of Ananias and Sapphira awed 
the whole city, and prepared the way for 
most earnest work on the part of the apostles. 
Many miracles were wrought, the gospel was 
preached publicly in Solomon’s Porch, and 
“multitudes, both of men and women,” 
united -with.the church. The new faith 
seemed to be sweeping everything before it, 
and it was but a question of time when 
the common people would gladly embrace 
Christianity. 

At this crisis, 

THE APOSTLES AR& AGAIN ARRESTED. 


Verses 17-18. (17) But the high priest rose up.and 
all they that were with him (who were the sect of 
the Sadducees), and they were filled with jealousy. 
(18) and laia hands on the apostles, and put 
them in publie ward. 


The activity of these Christian workers 
and the progress of their cause so alarmed 
“the high priest,’”’ (probably Annas, Acts 
iv :6, though Caiaphas was legally such) that 
he resolved to employ active measures 
against them. In this determination he had 
the hearty support of that portion of the 
Sanhedrin that was composed of Sadducees, 


who ‘‘were filled with jealousy” at the suc- 
cess attending the labors of the apostles. 
Their hate and rage were especially violent 


because the central fact of  apos- 
tolic preaching, namely, the re- 
surrection — of Jesus, if accepted, 


overthrew the chief tenet of the Sadducees, 
the denial of the resurrection of the dead. 
(Mat. xxii:23.) Thus the enemies of Christ, 
filled with hellish zeal, ‘‘lay hands on the 
apostles,” filled with the Holy Spirit, and 
sé $ 9) 

put them in public ward,” the common 
prison for low criminals. 

Think of these persecuted apostles. Per- 
secuted for what? ‘Righteousness’ sake.” 
(Mat. v:10-12.) Their only crimes were that 
they had healed the sick, pointed lost men to 
the risen Christ, and declared a life to come. 
Persecuted when? When their preaching 
was most successful, when the church had 
just escaped a great peril from within, and 
when the new faith was beginning to lav hold 
of the public mind. Persecuied how? For 
the time being silenced—the greatest trial 
for men whose hearts burn witha message 
from God; hindered in works of mercy and 
benevolence to the bodies as. well as the 
souls of their fellow men; removed from the 
oversight of the infant church, which so 
much needs their presence and counsel; im- 
prisoned like common criminals, asif guilty 
of crimes from which their very nature re- 
volted. This was the condition of the perse- 
cuted aposties. It shall not continue long, 
however. ‘“‘Weeping may endure for a 
night, but joy cometh in the morning.” 
(Psalms xxx:5). The next morning brings 

“THE MIRACULOUS DELIVERANCE.” 

Verses 19-25. (19) But an angel of the Lord by 
night opened the prison doors, and brought them 
out, and said, (20) Go ye, and stand and speak in 
the temple to the people all the words of this life. 
(21) And when they heard this, they entered into 
the temple about daybreak, and taught. But the 
high priest came, and they that were with him, 
and called t®e council together, and all the senate 
of the children of Isreal, and sent to the prison- 
house to have them brought. (22) But the officers 
that came found them not in the prison: and they 
returned, and told. saying, (23) The prison-house 
we found shut in all safety, and the Keepers stand- 
ing at the doors; but when we had opened, we 
found no man within. (24) Now when the captain 
of the temple and the chief priests heard these 
words, they were much _ perplexed concerning 
them whereunto this would grow. (25) And there 
came one and told them, Behold, the men whon ye. 
put in the prison are in the tempte™ staan ahd 
teaching the people. 

Verses 19 and 20 plainly describe a mirac- 
ulous interposition. The account of a simi- 
lar escape is given more in detail in Acts xii: 
7-10. If men were against the Apostles. God 
was on their side. It they were in prison, 
tneir souls were in divine keeping. God’s 
eye was on them equally in suffering as in 
active service. He commissioned an angel to 
set them at liberty. Angels are his minis- 
ters gwho do his’ pleasure, _heark- 
ening to the voice’_—icooff his 
word. (Acts viii:26, x :3, xii:7-23, xxvii:23). In 
this instance the release of the Apos- 
tles by angelic interposition would 
be (1) a divine reproof to the Jewish rulers; 
(2) a divine proof tothe aposties that they 
were under God’s special protection. The 
reproof would confound Christ’s enemies; 
the proof of God’s care would greatly en- 
courage and stimulate the church in its 
work. 

The message of the delivering angel is im- 
perative—‘'Go, stand, speak.’’ They have 
not been delivered that they may seek a 
place of concealment, or hereafter speak 
only in the private meetings of. the church. 
No, they are set at liberty in order that they 
may stand forth with greater boldness and 
preach publicly ‘in the temple” (iepon, 
the sacred enclosure, as_ distinguished 
from the edifice itself, called naos). 
Yea, more, they are to repeat the offensive 
message which had caused their arrest, ‘‘all 
the words of this life,” all the facts and 
truths related to that spiritual and eternal 
life in Jesus Christ, which had been the sum 
and substance of all their previous preaching. 
Jesus is the author and revealer of true life. 
(John vi; xvii; 2 Tim.i.). Who can esti- 
mate the joy of the Apostles when the door 
of their dungeon opened and admitted not 
the executioner, but an angel commissioned 
from God to send them back to their breth- 


ren and their loved work of _preach- 
ing the —unsearchable riches _ of 
Christ. With profound reverence’ they 
hear the command go and 


preach, and they obey. ‘About daybreak” 
they enter the sacred enclosure of the tem- 
ple and renew their teachings. They are not 
without an audience, for people were accus- 
tomed to visit the temple at a very early 
hour, especially in warm weather. How 
self-possessed, how fearless must the apos- 
tles have been as, in the consciousness that 
God was with them, they gave their testi- 
mony of life in the Risen One. 

“But,” ignorant of what had transpired, 
“‘the high priest” and those who were in 
sympathy with him came to the chamber of 
the Sanhedrimin the temple and convoked 
a special and formal meeting of the coun- 
cil, including “all the senate,” the elders 
of the people who were members of it, for 
the purpose of instituting legal proceedings 
against the apostles. How great their joy 
and hearty their mutual congratulations on 
having the aposties now fully in their power! 
What should hinder them from doing with 
these as they had done with Christ? They 
deliberate, doubtless, how best, and with a 
of justice, to punish or silence the 
pestilent Christians; and, having reached a

In the midst of these embarrassing cir- 
Cumseances a second massenger comes say- 
ing, “Behold, the men whom ye put in the 
Moa are in the temple standing and 


aching the people.” How useful this 
alarm and pexpiow Oo the 
council might ave been had 
it influe *them to see that 


the apostles must of a truth be under the 
special protection of God! But nodisplay of 
God’s miraculous power can soften the stony 
heart filled with malice and bigotry. ‘These 
men shall yet feel our power,”’ is the unani- 
mous statement. And so the aposties are 
agin arrested and brought before the coun- 
* A SECOND TRIAL. 

Versest26-32. (26)Then went the Captain with 
the officers and brought them, but without vio- 
lence, for they feared the oe lest they should 
be stoned. (27) And when hey had brought them 
they set them before the council, and the high 
priest asked them, saying: (28) Westraitly charged 
_ not to teach in this name; and behold, ye have 

lied Jerusaiem bined gees teaching, and intend to 
bring this man’s bl upon us. (19) But Peter 
and the apostles answered and said, e must 
obey God rather thyn men. (36) The Goda of our 
fathers raised up Jesus, whom ye slew, hanging 
him on a tree. ti) Him did God exalt with his 
right hand to be a Priuce and a Savior, for to give 
repentance to Israel, and remisgion of sins. (32) 
And we are witnesses of these things; and so is 
the Holy Spirit, whom God hath given to them 
that obey him. 

They are brought without violence, for the 
apostles needed no foree—they came will- 
ingly, Neither would the people who had 
listened to their words have suffered them 
to be treated harshly. Popular sympathy 
was strongly in favor of the apostles, and 
would have voiced itself im revolution had 
violence been donethem. This public favor, 
however, like public opinion now, is a su- 
perficial, fickle thing, and soon turns to hate 
and frenzy. (See Acts viii:1.) 

But the apostles are “before the council,” 
and alleyes areon them. The president of 
the Sanhedrim, the high-priest, asks for no 
explanation of their escape. Shrewd man 
that he is, he will wisely exelude from the 
records of the court the divine attestation of 
the apostles as the servants. of 
rod. He will afford no more 
proof to.his colleagues that God is 
with these men. He states the case against 
the apostles as strongly asit can be put— 
verse 28: ‘‘Why have you done that which 
we strictly commanded you not todo? Why 
have you opposed the highest court of the 
nation?” 

Peter’s answer is as concise and clearas 
the question: “We must obey God rather 
than men.” Itis the ‘expression, not of de- 
fiant rebellion, even inthe best of causes, 
but of a constraint which the apostles cannot 
but believe will have an echo in the breasts 
of their judges themselves, and an indirect 
protestation that nothing but the over- 
powering command of God Himself would 
have warranted or _ induced them 
to disobey the command of men placed law- 
fully in authority over them.” 

The high pries thad contemptuously refrain- 
ed from uttering the name of Jesus, and re- 
ferred to him as “this man.” - That there 
might be no mistake in this reference, Peter 
now boldly utters the name of Jesus—that 
name which is above every name—and de- 
clares: (1) That this very council had slain 
Jesus, “hanging him to a tree.” (2) That 
God had “raised” him, a specially unwel- 
come truth to the Sadducees. (3) That God 
had exalted him to the place of power. 
(4) That he was now a Prince and Savior. (5) 
That his work was to give repentance 
and pardon; (6) and that of these sublime 
facts and truths there were two classes of 
evidence: first, the testimony of the apos- 
tles as eye-witnesses to the facts of Christ’s 
life, and secondly tne testimony of the Holy 
Spirit, “whom God had given to them that 
obey him.” a 

“No case,” was the verdict of» the council 
after Peter’s defense. They dismissed them 
witha threat. The oR returned to 
their great ele: “rejoicin nx Fang A wars 
counted wor Tae or vesu 
name.” And daity sie ceased ‘not, in the 
temple and in every house, to teach and 
preach that Jesus was the Christ.

Mr. Rochester’s proposal to Jane Eyre 
should be read inthe works both of Bret 
Harte and of Miss Bronte. We own that we 
prefer Bret Harte’s, Mr. Rawjester, who 
wearily ran the poker through his hair and 
wiped his boots on the dress of his beloved. 
Even in the original authority Mr. Rochester 
conducted himseif rather like a wild beast. 
He “‘zround his teeth,” “‘he seemed to de- 
vour”’ Miss Eyre, ‘‘with his flaming glance.” 
Miss Eyre behaved with sense: “I retired to 
the door.”’ Proposals of this desperate and 
homicidal character are probably rare in 
real life, or at least out of lunatic asylums. 
To be sure, Mr. Rochester’s house was a kind 
of lunatic asylum, in which he kept Mrs. 
Rochester, unfortunately insane. Adam 
Bede’s proposal to Dinah was a very thought- 
ful, earnest proposal; John Inglesant him- 
self could not have been less like that vic- 
torious rascal, Tom Jones. Col. 
Jack, on the other hand, “used no 
great ceremony.” But Col. Jack. like the 
woman of Samariain the Scotch minister’s 
sermon. “had enjoyed a large and rich matri- 
monial experience,” and went straight to 
the point, being married the very day of his 
successful wooing. Some one in a‘story of 
Mr. Wilkie Collins’ asks the fatal question 
at a croquet party. At lawn-tennis, as Nim- 
rod said long ago, “the pace is too good to 
inquire” into matters of the affections. In 
Sir Walter’s golden prime, or rather in the 
Forty-five, as Sir Walter understood it, 
ladies were in no hurry, and could select 
on expressions. Thus did Flora reply 
to Waverly, “‘Ican but explain to you wit 
candor the feelings which I now entertain; 
how they might be altered by a train of cir- 
cumstances too favorable, perhaps, to be 
hoped for, it were in vain even to conjecture ;

my brother’s honor and happiness, there is 
none which I shall more sincerely pray for 
than yours.” Thislove is indeed what Syd- 
ney Smith heard the Scotch ladv cail ‘‘love 
in the abstract.”” Mr. Kingsley’s Tom Thur- 
nall somehow proposed, was accepted, and 
was “converted” all at once—a more com- 
plex erotheological performance was never 
heard of before.

* ger Smith in Fixing Up His ms. 


Theater, has a suite of rooms on Sixth and 
Walnut streets so exquisitely decorated 
with odds and ends of show material thata 
description will be found interesting to all

Smith covered all the frames tnd did all his 
decorating. without any assistance, at night, 
after the show at the People’s was out.
